When Guy was in his last year of 
high school, Storm bought the 
Chase Moulton Garage and 
changed his dealership to Chevro- 
let, and took his two oldest sons as 
partners in the business.

When the war came, Guy 
volunteered under the selective 
service and as happened to many 
of these young men at that time, 
he was assigned to the infantry on 
Jan. 21, 1941. His basic training 
was at Fort Ord, Calif. Guy served 
in the Aleutian Islands one year 
and was returned to the states and 
transferred to the Air Force, 
where he was assigned to be an 
engineer gunner on a B17. He was 
sent to England, where he flew 
combat missions over Europe. Guy 
was Honorably Discharged from 
the services in the autumn of 1945, 
at Fort Douglas. 

Guy met his wife, Barbara 
Bryner in 1946, through his 
brother Ralph, who was a medical 
student in Salt Lake City. Ralph 
was dating Merilyn Bertoch and 
they arranged a meeting of Guy
